ALL AMERICANS 

There seems to be a tendency on 
the part of states and municipalities 
to discriminate against people from 
other communities who come seeking 
employment or the opportunity to 
engage in business or industry. How 
widespread this tendency is, and how 
far it serves its avowed purpose of 
benefiting the “old” residents and 
businesses of the communities which 
discourage the inflow of new blood 
we have no means of knowing. But in 
even the slightest degree it seems 
like a dangerous and un-American 
trend. 

There have been so many forces at 
work to break down the rights of 
individual states and wipe out state 
boundaries that this recent trend may 
be nothing more serious than a last- 
stand effort to reassert state sover¬ 
eignty. But if carried out to its logi¬ 
cal conclusion, no one who has not 
been a resident of a state long enough 
to acquire a voting residence would 
be permitted to work there, in public 
or private employment or to operate 
a business. 

The strength of America has been 
derived from the migratory traits of 
its people. We have become a great 
nation, the wealthiest and most pow¬ 
erful in the world, because we are 
the largest area of land anywhere in 
the world in which there are no 
tariff or other artificial barriers, to 
prevent any citizen from traveling 
at will over the whole nation ahd 
working at his trade or profession 
wherever he can find opportunity 
No American has ever had to show 
his passport and identification papers 
whenever he leaves his home to visit 
another city or state, as practically 
every European has to do. 

This liberty of movement and free¬ 
dom to seek and seize opportunity is 
one of the most precious liberties 
which the American people enjoy. It 
ought not to be curtailed on any ab¬ 
surd theory that people who come 
from other parts of the nation are 
“foreigners,” and that their rights 
of residence and labor are inferior to 
those of any other American, wher¬ 
ever they live or vote. 

All of the wars and rumors of 
war under which Europe lives in 
a constant state of terror have their 
roots in precisely that narrow state 
of mind.—The Sentinel-Echo.

OFFERS USEFUL SERVICE 

The Briefing Service of the Uni¬ 
versity of Louisville School of Law 
is being continued during the school 
year 1938-39, according to an an¬ 
nouncement by Dr. J. N. Lott, J., 
Dean of the Law School. This staff 
has completed three successful years 
of service to members of the Ken¬ 
tucky bar in the investigation of 
difficult points of law. 

All lawyers throughout the state 
are invited to submit to the Briefing 
Service Staff any question upon 
which they are unable, because of 
limited library facilities or for other 
reasons, to find the law surrounding 
the subject. The staff will return to 
the lawyer, without charge, a com¬ 
plete brief of authorities on each 
question submitted. 

The briefing service plan places 
the school of Law Library of 17,000 
volumes, in which is contained prac¬ 
tically every reported English and 
American decision, as well as the 
leading texts and treatises on the 
law, and the statutes of over one- 
half of the states, at the service of 
all Kentucky lawyers.
